After the 1909 Interruption, the 
games were returned to Philadel­ 
phia and Navy won three in a row. 
In 1913 New York saw its first 
Army-Navy game, which the Cadets 
won, 22-9 
The next game, back in Phila­ 
delphia, gave the Army a '20-0 vic­ 
tory, the largest margin ever se­ 
cured by either team. 
Victories Change 
New York got the features again 
in 1915 and 1916, the Army win­ 
ning both. 
From 1919 the Navy 
reeled off three straight victories 
in New York. 
Army then won in 
Philadelphia. 17-14, and the follow­ 
ing year the two teams played a 
scoreless tie in New York. 
In 1924 the game was taken to 
Baltimore and the Army again won, 
12-0. 
In 1924 the two teams went 
back to New York and Army an ­ 
nexed another victory, IO to 3, and 
the following year at Chicago, be­ 
fore 110,000 people, the teams played 
a 21-21 tie. 
In 1927 the West Pointers won In 
New York and then relations were 
broken off through Navy’s adoption 
of the three year rule, while Army 
refused to subscribe to this regu­ 
lation.
